Vera Cruz, May 20.—The Amercian 
soldiers and the residents of Vera 
Cruz, native and foreign, continue to 
show the keenest Interest in the reports 
from the capital, all of which tend to 
support the theory that an effort will 
be made at an early date to unseat 
Huerta, None of these reports is de- 
finite, but men whose close relations 
With the authorities at the Mexican 
vapital have caused them to be regard- 
ed as a reliable source of information 
are convinced of the existence of a plot 
embracing officers of the Mexican army 
as politicians. 

The greatest fear In the capital, say 
refugees from there, is not that the 
plot will be carried through, but that 
this may not occur before the Zapata 
forces enter the city and precipitate 
most serlous trouble, 

Germans, who have arrived from 
Pueblo, report that apprehension of a 
Zapata victory there is veen greater 
than in the capital, Many foreign 
owners of big stores in Pueblo have 
closed their doors and are leaving in- 


\volces with the German consul. 


At Mexico City, the capture of Tam- 
pico by the constitutionalists has been 
admitted by the government news- 
papers but they declare that this was 
accomplished with the assistance of 
American marines, 

Former Minister Guarded. 

Vera Cruz, May 20.—Dr. Urrutia, 
former minister of the interior, who 
arrived here Monday, is proving a pro- 
blem for the American authorities. He 
remained at the hotel last night, with 
guards in front of his door and on the 
street, to protect him against any pos- 
sible attack by his enemies. 

, General Funston is undecided as to 
what disposition. to make of Urrutia, 
pending the sailing of the steamer 
Yplranga, on which he will doubtless 
be a passenger. Neither the ex-min- 
ister nor any member of his family 
leave tho hotel, preferring to take their 
meals in private to being the object 
of curiosity on the part of the Am- 
erlcans, and violence, perhaps, at the 
hands of Mexicans, 

It is learned that there was a well- 
defined plan on the part of a group ot 
Mexicans to attack him Monday even- 
ing, but the leaders in the conspiracy 
were discouraged by an American ac- 
quaintance, who warned them as to 
what they might expect, should such 
an attempt be made. 

Archbishop Driven Out, 
Cruz, May  20.--Archbishop 
Del Rio was driven out of 
Huerta, according to 
information reaching here, The arch- 
bishop, so the story goes, sought an 
interview with Huerta, which was at 
first refused, but later granted upon 
tho representation that the bishop hod 
a communication from the pope, 

The communication, it is sald, proved 
to be a suggestion that Huerta resign. 
The president appeared to take this 
advice dispassionately, making no re- 
ply, On the following day, however, a 
messenger came to the archbishop 
with a warning from Huerta that he 
would do well to leave the country. 

Refugees Flee. 

Mexico City, May 20.—Despatches 
from Guadaljara report the arrival 
there of trains with hundreds of refu- 
gees. The town is being fortified to 
resist attack by the constitutlonalists. 
General Acevedo, who was appointed 
postmaster of the capital six months 
ago by the minister of the interior, 
Senor Lozano, resigned yesterday. 

Another Resignation. 

Mexico City, May~20.—The situation 
in the capital is considered very ser- 
ious and it is feared that a rising wiil 
occur within a few days. 

The resignation of the minister of 
communications, Jose Losano, has been 
accepted, but his successor has not 
been named. 

The telegraph wires to San Luis 
Potosi have been cut and it is belleved 
that the federals have been defeated. 

The rebels, it is reported, are about 
to attack Guadaljara, capital of the 
state of Jalisco. There is great dis- 
tress among the poor of the Mexican 
capital, and the rich families are dis- 
tributing free meals daily. 

Villa Gains Victory. 

El Paso, May 20.—Gen. Francisco 
Villa has defeated a Federal force of 
5,000 men at Paredon,: according to a 
message received here late yesterday 
from the acting minister of foreign 
relations in Carranza’s cabinet. The 
date of the engagement was not given. 

According to the message the fed- 
erals suffered a severe loss in killed 
and wounded, and it was said that two 
federal generals were among those 
killed. The message stated that Gen. 
Villa had capturen 800 prisoners, sev- 
€ral machine guns, 600,000 rounds of 
ammunition, and a large quantity of 
military supplies.

DELAY ONGNR 
AD VOTED DOWN 
AS WAS EXPECTED 


Bennett and Nickle Bolt From 
Conservatives, Charlton 
From Liberals, 


Ottawa, May 20...-The vote on FE. M, 
MacDonald's motion to give the six 
months’ holst to the government's C. 
N. R. guarantee proposals came at 11 
o'clock tonight. The motion was re- 
jected on a division of 111 to 64, a 
government majority*of 47. There 
were two conservative bolters and one 
liberal. As anticipated, Bennett of 
Calgary and Nickle of Kingston, voted 
for the amendment’ while Charlton, 
liberal member for Norfolk, voted with 
the government majority. After the 
announcement of the result on the 
amendment the resolution was de¢lar- 
ed carried by the same majority and 
consideration of tha proposals was 
taken up in committee, 

The vote was tho biggest of any 
division of the session, the majority 
being two above the government nor- 
mal majority at the present time, 
which stands at 45 with Speaker 
Sproule in the chair, and Jacques Car- 
tler the late I. D. Monk's constitu- 
ency, vacant. 

When Mr. Bennett rose to record his 
vote In favor of the Iiberal amend- 
ment he was loudly applauded by the 
opposition as was also the member for 
Kingston. However, the government 
benches squared matters when Mr. 
Chariton stood up in favor of the pro- 
posal. 

J. A. M. Atkins, of Brandon, was 
paired with J. G. Turriff, who is in the 
hospital In Montreal, but announced 
that had he voted he would have sup- 
ported the government. His an- 
nouncement was received with liberal 
erles of “oh, oh" and government 
cheers. 

The declaration of Mr. Charlton that 
he proposed to vote for the resolution 
came tn the evening and was not un- 
expected, He said the two leaders 
were practically agreed that something

The oil craze, instead of abat- 
ing in Calgary now shows signs 
of spreading like a web over the 
whole province of Alberta. More 
than a score of companies yes- 
terday let contracts to drill in 


Calgary-Okotoks field. Com- 
panies in Calgary closed out 
their subscription list, with 


thousands of eager share buyers 
wanting to purchase. At the 
Mammoth well, west of Olds, 
which is in quite another part of 
the province altogether, wet gas 
which threw out particles of 
black oll,.was struck. South of 
Lethbridge two whole townships 
have been filed on for oil., stated 
to be by Winnipeg and New 
York capitalists. The town 
council of Macleod is consider- 
ing drilling for oil for the town. 
All over the province and the 
west trading in stocks continues 
with increased vigor, Among 
those who have become wet with 
oil spray is Mayor W. J. Mo- 
Namara of Edmonton, who left 
for Calgry Sunday night and 
failed to arrive back in time for 
last night's council meeting. A 
dispatch from Calgary states 
that the mayor has paid fancy 
prices for some holdings there 
and ‘that he says he will be 
drilling for oil in his own well 
within six weeks. 
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Calgary, May 20.—The climax of a 
day of feverish excitement and trading 
came last night when the Dingman 
well spouted fully 90 feet into the alr, 
the phenomenon lasting for several 
minutes. The news was telephoned 
from the Dingman camp to the West- 
ern Associated press by Driller J. H. 
Brown, and was immediately bulletined 
in the various newspaper offices and 
hotel lobbies, Fully 1,000 traders were 
crowded into the lobby of one local 
hotel when the bulletin making this 
announcement was posted and the 
turmoil that followed beggars descrip- 
tion. 


No Perceptiblo Decreaso 

Driller Brown also telephoned that, 
after baling out for more than four 
hours, there was no perceptible de- 
crease In the height of the oll, which 
remained at 2,000 feet. A heavy flow 
of wet gas, which is blowing out par- 
ticles of black oil, was struck yester- 
day in the Mammoth well, 80 miles 
west of Olds, The United Ojls closed 
iis subscription in the face of a 
crowd last night a little more than the 
$200,000 allotment of steck having been 
subscribed. Probably 500 disappoint- 
ed people were turned away when the 
doors were closed. 

The announcement of drilling con- 
tracts as let yesterday were as follows: 
The United Oils, three wells; the Her- 
ron-Klder, three wells; the Rocky 
Mountain Ojl fields, three wells, About 
20 companies entered into contract for 
single wells, 

McNamara Interested 

Mayor McNamara of Edmonton ar- 
rived in the city yesterday, acquired 
considerable holdings at a fancy price 
and stated last night that he would be 
drilling within six weeks, 

Probably 20 new companies | made 
their appearance today and the side- 
walks were thronged with eager buy- 
ers, There seems to be no abatement 
of the excitement. 


Spurts Ninety Feet 

Calgary, May 20.—At noon yesterday 
the oll spurted out from the Discovery 
ojl well, $0 feet In the alr, This is the 
most forceful gusher since oil was 
struck, and lasted a longer time. The 
balers spent four hours baling out 900 
gallons of oll. They found the oil as 
high In the well after they had con- 
eluded baling as when they started, 
namely 2,000 feet. This is the best 
test that has been mae of the supply. 


At Lethbridge Too 

Lethbridge, May 20.—Oil leases on 
two whole townships southeast of 
Lethbridge have been filed. The land 
lies from 18 to 30 miles east of Coutts, 
or the International boundary on the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie. Winnipeg and 
New York capitalists are sald to be 
behind the syndicate filing. 

Macleod, May 20—The expenditure of 
$30,000 tu bore for oll in this district 
Was strongly urged by Mayor Stedman 
at a protracted meeting of the council 
last evening and a public meeting will 
probably be held in the near future to 
go thoroughly into the question.

ALLEASY MONEY 
SAYS NICOLSON 


Deputy Superintendent Says 
Misapprehension Caused 
by Recent Figures, 


LOSSES AS WELL AS 
PROFITS ARE MADE 


Four Out of Ten Hail Com- 
panies Lost Money on 
Year's Operations, 


R. L. Nicolson, deputy superinten- 
deni of the government Insurance de- 
partment for Alberta stated today, on 
his return from the convention of in- 
surance superintendents at Calgary, 
that some misapprehension appeared 
to have been caused by the recent 
publication of the figures showing the 
premiums and losses of {nsurance com: 
panies operating in ‘Alberta. There 
was a prevalent opinion that immense 
profits were being made by these com- 
panies, whereas this was not s0, As 
a matter of fact quite a few companies 
doing business in the province lost 
money on last year’s operations in Al- 
berta, 


Operation Charges. 

Fire insurance companies need a 
margin of thirty per cent. of the pre- 
miums over and above the losses in 
order to meet operating expenses, In 
addition to this they: have to set aside 
@& 6uUmM as a reserve to meet extraordin- 
atry contingencies which are always a 
possibility in the fire insurance busi- 
ness, mi" 

The same applies to hail insurance 
companies, but the latter also do a 
large note business. In this way they 
have to take considerable risk, a farm- 
er giving his note for the premium 
and promising to pay when he takes 
his crop off. These companies have a 
considerable loss annually on account 
of uncollectable notes, 

Four Lost Money. 

Four out of ten hajl insurance com- 
panies doing business in Alberta last 
year had a margin of less than ten 
per cent. between premiums and losses 
and in view of the cost of operation 
these companies were actually work- 
ing at a loss. 

Mr. Nicolson stated that a further 
meeting of insurance superintendents 
would be held at Regina in September, 
when the final recommendations will 
be made to the governments of the 
four western provinces regarding pro- 
posed amendments to the insurance 
acts with the object of bringing about 
unification as far us possible,

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TODAY IN DOMINION 


HISTORY, 


Sir George Etienne Cartier, one of 
the “Fathers of Confederation" and 
d seem that/lond a prominent figure in Canadian 
public Hfe, died 41 years .1g0 today, 
May 20, 1873. The centenary of his 
birth at St. Antonie, Quebec, will fall 
on the sixth of September next. At 
the conference of statesmen held in 
Charlottetown in 1864, and at the his- 
toric Quebec meeting later In that year, 
Cartier, the colleague and close friend 
of John A. Macdonald, represented the 
rench-Canadian Conservatives, In 
1866 Cartier was one of those chosen 
to go to London and see the Confed- 
eration bill through the Imperial par- 
liament, and, like “John A.” ho was 
given the honor of knighthocd. In the 
first cabinet of the Dominion, headed 
by the new “Sir John.” the equally 
new “Sir George” was given the im- 
portant portfolio of minister of militia 
and defense, Soon after he entered the 
government Sir George's health began 
to fail, but he cyntinued active in pub- 
lic affairs, and in 1372 introduced in 
parlisment the bill for the construction 
of the Canadian Paciflo ratilway-—a 
measure destined to becloud the last 
year of his life. <A HtUle more than a 
month before Sir George's death the 
Pacifio railway charges were brought 
by the Opposition. After his death 
documents were published which Indi- 
eated that Sir George had, in 1872, 
solicited campaign funds from Sir 
Hugh Allan, one of those interested z

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MILLIONS OF PEOPLE 
MOURN NORDICA’S DEATH 

Mme. Lillian Nordica is on her way home—in a coffin, She is 
dead, simply because of a miserable shipwreck. And millions are in 
mourning. They are filled with genuine regret and sorrow. 

The days of Mme. Nordica’s public songfulness had naturally 
drawn to a close, but Americans are not among the number of those 
who forget their affection for favorite artists as soon as age dims 
their power to please. They cherish the memory of what has been 
and ofttimes, as in the present instance, acknowledge their debt of 
gratitude by constructing a legend around the personality and achieve- 
ments of their hero or heroine. 

Mme. Nordica was genuinely great. She was one of the first 
American singers to attain prominence of a high order in Europe. 
She gained all the honors two continents could give her, and then in 
her maturer years achieved a position of pre-eminence at home, 
comparable with that now enjoyed by Mme. Schumann-Heink and 
one or two others. She was an institution, one of a few famous 
vocalists as well known to the unelect as to the music lover or expert. 
Her appearance always assured the gathering of a great crowd, at- 
tracted purely because it was Mme. Nordica who was to sing. The 
critic might discourse of the quality of her tones or the nature of 
herart. The ordinary listener did not stop to analyze; he was content 
to sit charmed, and happy to go away with the triumphant conscious- 
ness that some day he could tell his children how he had heard the 
great Mme, Nordica. 

There is no doubt that Lillian Nordica reciprocated in great 
degree the affection lavished upon her by the public. She was greatly 
interested in the development of music in America and at one time 
cherished ambitious designs for this country, designs which unhappily 
never matured.

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Cubans Celebrate Festival 
Of Their Independence Today, 


Cubans will enjoy a holiday today 
to celebrate their festival of independ- 
ence, commemorating that “gloriosa" 
twentieth of May in 1902 when the 
cause of Cuba Libre triumphed, the 
republic formally took {ts place among 
the nations of the world, the Stars and 


Stripes, which had temporarily re- 
placed the banner of Spain, was haul- 
ed down, Thomas Estrada Palma was 
inaugurated first president, and the new 
constitution went into effect. The day 
also has a melancholy significance to 
Cuban patriots, for it was on May 20, 
1895, that Jose Marti, who had planned 
the revolution which was to have a 
successful issue, was killed at the bat- 
tle of Dos Rios. 

“The most beautiful land that eyes 
ever beheld,” said Columbus, who dis- 
covered Cuba in 1492 and thus laid 
the foundation for the Spanish rule 
over the island which continued for 
four centuries. From the first the 
people of the island were subjected 
to heavy oppressions, In 1763 the Eng- 
lish captured Havana and held !{t fora 
time, but by treaty it was returned to 
Spain. When Napoleon drove the 
Bourbons from Spain Cuba remained 
true to Ferdinand VIL, and thus won 
the title of “the Ever Faithful Isle.” 
When Ferdinand was restored to the 
throne a century ago he ill-repaid the 
debt he owed the Cubans, and it was 
the despotic treatment of the mon- 
arch whose cause they had upheld 
which led the people of the Queen of 
the Antilles to begin their first revolu- 
tion. In 1820 the Spanish king was 
forced to make concessions to the Cu- 
bans, but these did ‘not quell the spirit 
of revolt, and In 1823 the first move for 
independence was made by Soles de 
Bolivar. The leaders were imprisoned 
on the very day the republic was to be 
proclaimed, and Spain's rule became 
riore rigorous. Two years later the 
Black Eagle society started another 
revolutionary movement, with head- 
quarters in Mexico, but this was also 
suppressed. 

The revolution headed by Narciso 
Lopez tn 1849 and the two following 
years. In 1838 President Polk, who 
had carried on the first war of the 
United States against Mexico, offered 
Spain $100,000,000 for Cuba, but the 
offer was indignantly refused. The 
people of the United States sympath- 
ized with the Cuban revolutionists, 
and Col. Crittenden, of Kentucky, and 
many other Americans were killed 


‘during the unsuccessful Loper revolu- 


tion. 
In 1868 Carlos Cespedes, at the head 
of an army of only 128 men, raised 
the standard of revolt. A _ republic 
was proclaimed, with Cespedes as pre- 
eldent, and the “ten years’ war" be- 
gan, which ended when Cuba was pro- 
mised a greater measure of home rule 
and representation in the Spanish 
Cortes. 

For a time the splrit of rebellion 
slumbered, but In 1894 it broke forth 
afresh. Jose Marti organized an ex- 
pedition in New York, fitting out three 
vessels, but they were Intercepted by 
the United States. Marti then joined 
thé revolutionists In Cuba, and was 
slain in a skirmish a few days after 
his arrival. In 1896 Gen. Valeriano 
Weyler was charged with the task of 
suppressing the rebellion, and acted 
with such cruelty as to win the title 
of “The Butcher.” The destruction of 
the Maine in Havana harbor aroused 
the people of the United States and 
made Cuban Intervemtion necessary. 
Palma, who was inaugurated president 
fin 1902, soon became unpopular, and 
tn 1906 he resigned. Uncle Sam in- 
tervened until new elections could be 
held, and im 1909 General Comex be- 
came president.

| FIRST THINGS 


Early Printers. 


The first printer in New York and 
Philadelphia was William Bradford, 
who was born tn Lelcester, England, 
251 years ago today, May 20, 1668. Ele 
was a Quaker and emigrated to Amer- 
fea about 1682. He set up his press 
in Philadelphia and in 1687 printed an 
almanac, He fell under the dis- 
Pleasure of Philadelphians, and, after 
being acquitted of a charge of sedl- 
tious libel, he removed to New York, 
where, in 1693 he became the first 
printer in the American metropolis. 
His first shop was at 81 Pearl street, 
but later he removed to Hanover 
Square, where in 1725 he issued the 
first newspaper printed in New York 
—the New York Gazette. The first 
printing in the New World was pro- 
duced in the City of Mexico, about 
540, by John Cromberger or his as- 
sistant, Pablos, A century passed be- 
for the first printing press in what is 
now the United States was set up— 
in 1638—at Harvard College. Wil- 
liam Bradford died in New York in 
May, 1752, having survived his paper 
by several years, and was buried in 
Trinity Churchyard. His tombstone 
has been removed to the rooms of the 
New York Historical society, but an 
exact copy of the original may be seen 
by visitors to old Trinity.

Emile Merliner, Jewish 
Inventor, Is €3 Today 


The history of those two wonderful 
inventions, the telephone and the talk- 
ing machine, cannot be written without 
mention of the great achicvements of a 
Jewish inventor and scientist, Emile 
Berliner. He was born in Hanover, 
Germany, 63 years ago today, May 20, 
1851, and graduated from a technical 
institute, Sampson school, Wolfenbut- 
tel, when only 14 years of age. At 
19 he came to America, and early be- 
came Interested in the telephone, which 
was then occupying the attention of 
Alexander Graham Bell, Thomas A, 
Edison, Elisha Gray, Frederick A. 
Gower and other scientists on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Young Berliner 
had great confidence in the future of 
Bell's crude instrument—a faith which 
was shared by very few others—and the 
Scotchman had no sooner exhibited his 
“clever scientific toy” at the Philadcl- 
phia exhibition in 1876 than Berliner 
began to study means for improving it. 
The first practical result of his thought 
was the loose contact transmitter, or 
microphone, which he produced in 1877 
shortly after Bell's experiments with a 
telephone line between Boston and 
Salem, In Apri! of the same year Ber- 
liner discovered that a loose contact 
will act as a telephone receiver. A 
little later he was the first to use an 
induction coil in connection with trans- 
mitters. Many other valuable Inven- 
tions In telephony stood to his credit 
before the Hebrew inventive genius 
turned his attention to the invention of 
a talking machine. 

As early as 1877, Thomas A. Edison 
accidently discovered the principles on 
which the “talking machine” {s based. 
It was whle engaged on experiments for 
totally different end that Edison hit 
upon the phonograph. His early in- 
struments had numerous defects, and 
a decade passed after the original 
revelation before Edison took up the 
invention again and, in 1889, produced 
the modern phonograph. In the mean- 
time Berliner had been working on a 
somewhat similar invention and In 1887 
he invented the gramophone. This was
